On their arrival in the outer har­ 
bor Hear Adm iral S. B. Luce transferred his 
flag to the Yantic, which liasftdbm g hi.of hut 
14 feet. 
The Y anlie wks then run slow ly 
into the inner harbor to within 100 feet of 
the docks; wHefg the Haytien Republic was 
rtt anchor, 
xlnchot' was dropped and a stern 
line was at once attached to the Haytien Re­ 
public, the g uns o f the Y’antic K in g trained 
on the City. 
T he Galena remained in the 
outer ImrfKxr, with a broadside and pivot 
guns trained on the Haytien man-of-war Des- 
salines, and prepared to fire at the fust hos­ 
tile demonstration. 
The Dessalines’ crew nff 
so stood at their g uns until the result of 
the interview of 
Lieutenant Griflln with 
Legitime 
wfls 
made 
known. 
Lieutenant 
Gridin went ashore shortly after 9 o’clock 
with com m unications from 'the State Depart 
mcnt and Admiral Luce, demanding the re­ 
lease within four hours of the detained 
steamer unci the w ithdrawal of its >ru.ird, 
Legit irue^ 
m al no delay would he 
tolerated, under form al protest and appeal 
for future arbitration, commanded one of his 
gun-boat8 to tow 
the Haytien 
Republic 
to the position in the outer harbor which 
it 
occupied 
when 
it was captured, 
and 
to 
have 
such 
slig ht 
damage

had 
been done to it repaired by his mechanics, 
Nl« jht fell before its cable could be severed, 
as its anchor chains had been badly fouled. 
The formal return was not tmult* until the 
next day. 
Tlie moral effect of this prompt 
action o f Admiral Luce lias been most snlu 
lary on the H aytien people. 
The influence 
of the French Government; through their 
Minister at Port au Prince, is very strong 
with

had 
a French man of-w ar been in the harbor. It 
is also claimed that the French Government’s 
influence has been backing Legitime since his 
return from ex ile. 
T he German Government 
is generally understood to he back of tile 
Hyppolitc faction. 
T he release was most 
opportune from the acknowledg ed fact that 
Legitime had contracted to sell the Haytien 
Republic, to the A tlas line, in fact was about 
to turn it over to a crew which had arrived 
that morning from J amaica. 
After haying bombarded Cape Haytien, 
Port DePnix , San M ate and oilier smaller 
ports on the north aud went coast, and com ­ 
pletely dem oralizing all foreig n and coasting 
trade, it has been decided to advance the 
Haytien warships in connection with the 
army now m arching to meet the forces of 
Gyueral H yppolitc. 
Skirm ishes have 
currod on the frontier, and news of a general 
eng ag em ent near San Marc is momentarily 
looked for. 
W hile the N avy and seat of 
Government is in thc hands of the Legitime 
faction, the troops under H yppolitc are su 
perior in moral and general efficiency, and 
consider their com m ander a “ second N apo­ 
leon.” 
The inhabitants o f 
San Marc, 
recent­ 
ly bombarded, 
are in a

destitute 
situation, such being the condition to some 
extent of all the bombarded ports. 
Friday 
afternoon an official visit was made by thc 
Admiral and 13 of the officers of thc Galena 
and Y'antie to President Leg itim e and his 
Labi net. 
President Leg itim e expressed in 
his speech o f welcom e the friendliest feeling 
for the Americans, and entertained the offi­ 
cers 
at 
his 
palace 
in 
a 
very 
best style. 
Admiral Luce replied that it had 
alw ays been the policy of his country to en­ 
courage republics, especially those of the 
W est Indies and particularly those composed 
of enfranchized Africans, for America had 
but recently passed through a conflict the ul 
tím ate object ot which was the freedom of 
that race in the Great Republic. 
At a conference, to-morrow, 
of B. C. 
Morse, the owner of the H aytien Republic, 
with General Leg itim e, the former will sub­ 
m it a claim for $200,000 dam ages and deten­ 
tion of » he ship and $150,000 compensation 
to the crew and tw o passengers.

The Common Council of this City met last 
night. There were present Aldermen Ten 
Broeck, Dolson, Dederick, Keane, Weilicr, 
Flynn, North, Thompson,'Kirchner, Purvis 
Mensteri Maybr Newklfk Jifesided. 
The Mayor said: “ Last Friday night, at 
the large fire in the westcrfl.part of this City, 
I found the water from the hydrants would 
Scarcely reach tile cornice of Snider & Rey­ 
nolds’ hardware store. I recommend lliiit 
the steamer m toe ursíe«u Licpcr!?30111. at 
present unfit for service, be put in repair, aud 
the City Clerk Ik? directed to write to a hose- 
maktng firm to furnish connections; During 
the fire in Klngsloti it looked itt onb lira'’ aX il 
tile business portion would he destroyed. I 
think the Common Council should take some 
action to prohibit the construction of large 
frame buildings in the thickly-settled portion 
of the City, for it endangers life and prop­ 
erty, and increases the rates of insurance.” 
Alderman North—“Is not that one oí the 
duties Of tile Bulldltur Committee ? ” 
Mayor Newkirk—“I think that an ordi­ 
nance should lie drafted.” 
Alderman Purvis said he was present at 
the fire and noticed the stream did not reach 
the roof of the hardware building. 
Alderman Measter moved that the recom­ 
mendation of the Mayor in tegard to the 
steamer be adopted. 
Alderman North said that it would neces­ 
sitate the employment of an engineer. He 
had been informed that after the mud was 
cleared out of the water pint* the water 
reached the Cornices oí the buddings. Then, 
again, the firemen used a one and one-eighth 
or one and one-fourth inch nozzle. If they 
would use a seven eighth nozzle they could 
reach the top of any building there, without 
question 
Alderman Wei her deemed it would he the 
belter way for the Chief Engineer to try a 
smaller nozzle, and moved that die Chief he 
directed to procure a seven-eighth inch 
nozzle and make a trial, and report to the 
Common Council the result. 
Alderman TenBroeck said that it was evi­ 
dent during the fire that tiiere was a good 
water supply, “ If wo had not had the 
water works, without a doubt we would 
have lost the greater part of the business 
portiou of that part of the City. A', the 
same time we have the steamer, and, with 
little expense, it can he put in order, and up­ 
on au emergency it can he used to throw 
water higher than the water works, when so 
many hydrants are opened.” 
Alderman Measter said t here was a good 65 
pounds water pressure 
uptown. 
lie 
was at the fire and was confident a stream 
would have reached to the third story if the 
water bail not been so muddy., There were 
fóiir or five good streams after the sand was 
out. of the pipes aud the water reached within 
18 inches of tiie cornice, lie was satisfied that 
a seven-eighth inch nozzle would throw water 
much further. 
First Assistant Engineer Riffcnbary was 
invited to give his views. He said the only 
nozzle the Department had was a one and 
one-eighth inch. 
The amendment of Alderman Wiebcr was 
carried. 
The Mayor made a statement regarding the 
meeting of the Committee to take action in 
reterence to borrowing $<¡8,005, and that 
Corporation Counsel Ilasbrouek would re­ 
port. on the Same;

dence showed that the defendant had sold the 
child’s ffltbef whiskey and beer. 
The jurors 
agreed that there was no dispute about that 
fact, yet they only found a verdict of $100 
for the plaintiff. 
Taking into consideration 
the costs incurred in tbe bringing of and the 
trial of such a case, tlxc verdict was consid­ 
ered a falrieai ode. 
Tile futllcf of the child 
was the child’s only support. 
When not in 
liquor lie was a good citizen, affectionate and 
industrious. 
During the past six years that 
the law has been in operation a number of 
somewhat similar verdicts, contrary to the 
spirit of the Civil Damage Act and to tbe un­ 
disputed facts advanced on the part of the 
plaintiffs, and despite the circumstance that 
Delaware County is one of the strongest tem­ 
perance boroughs in the State, have been ren 
dercd.1

O L D ST O N E H O U SES IN KINGSTO N. 
Recalling: the Days th a t Trlert Mon’» Soul» — 
The Contlaaratioii of 1777. 
Marius Sehoonmaker, in his “ Ancient His­ 
tory of Kingston,” has the following to say 
about old stone houses erected in Kingston 
before 
the 
Revolution: “ The temporary 
wooden structures gave place rapidly to sub­ 
stantial dwellings of blue limestone, usually 
one story in height with nn attic under a very 
steep roof. 
The original walls of many of 
the dwellings built about that time are still 
standing, both iu the old village section of 
Kingstou and also upon many farms iu (lie 
vicinity. 
Many of those walls even at this 
day, it) Kingston, after having encountered 
the conflagration of 1777, are still sound, 
and 
mechanics 
in 
many 
cases 
have 
found 
more 
difficulty* 
in 
tearing 
down such walls on account of the superior­ 
ity of the m ortar than those of modern erec­ 
tion. 
Some of the ruins left after the burn­ 
ing of Kingstou standing naked and exposed 
to the elements for nearly three score years, 
were taken down finally with great difficulty, 
the stones themselves breaking and giving 
way before the mortar; and when, finally, 
they were brought down by scores of men 
pulling at the end of ropes'fastened to the 
top of the walls w hith had been previously 
undermined, the walls lay on the ground 
broken up iu large chunks, w hich required 
the free use of the sledge hammer to break in 
pieces. 
It has been mistakenly asserted that 
those ruins were not rebuilt on account of the 
injuries caused to the walls by tho fire.”

Tile frt'lief of the child 
wa* the child’s only support. 
When not in 
liquor he was a good citizen, affectionate and 
industrious. 
During the past six yearn that 
the law has torn in operation a number of 
somewhat similar verdicts, contrary to the 
spirit of Hie Civil Damage Act and to the un­ 
disputed facts advanced on (lie part of the 
plaintiffs, and despite the circumstance that 
Delaware County is one of Bx* strongest tem- 
iiernnep boroughs in the Slate, have been ran 
tiered.

OLD STONE HOUSES IN KINGSTON- 
Befamine th* Day* that Tried Men’* Hoi 
Tin* t i.nil am al lot. of 1777. 
Marius Schoon maker, in bis "Ancient Ills 
tory of Kingston,” has the following to say 
about old stone houses erected in Kingston 
before Hie 
Revolution: "T h e temporary 
wooden structures gave place rapidly to sub 
slantial dwellings of blue limestone, usually 
one story in height with an attic under a very 
steep roof. The original walls of many of 
the dwellings built about that time arc’still 
standing, both in the old village section of 
Kingston aud also upon many tarms in Bm 
vicinity. 
.Many of those w ills even nt this 
dny, iii Kingston, after having encountered 
the eontlagruBou of 1777. art* still souud 
and 
mechanics 
in 
many 
cases 
hay 
found 
more 
difficulty* 
in

down such walls on account of Bio superior 
Itv of the mortar than those of modern cree 
Bon. Some of the ruins left after the burn 
ing of Kingston standing naked and exposed 
to the elements for nearly three score years 
were taken down finally w ith great difficulty, 
the stones themselves breaking and giving 
way before Bm* mortar; ami when, anally. 
they were brought down by scores of men 
pulling at the end of ropes fastened to the 
top of the walls whir h had faen previously 
undermined, the walls lay on the ground 
broken up iu large chunks, w hich required 
th ■ free use of the sledge hammer to break in 
pieces. 
It In* been mistakenly asserted that 
those- ruins were not rebuilt ou account of the 
injuries caused to the walls by the fire.”
